The bill which has received so heavy a 
vote i in the California legislature distinctly 
Ove: e right of property i in the master, 
against ‘both these pleas, for the emancipa- 
tion of the slaves, The fourth section de- 
clares that all slaves brought within the 
limits of the. State before it was admitted 
into thé Union, may be claimed by their 
nasters, and, returned to the place from 
«hich they were brought; and if they re- 
use, they may be arrested and removed, as 
in case of other “ fugitives from labor. 
It was maintained in debate, and asserted by 
the vote, that the Mexican law could not op- 
erate to deprive citizons of rights recognized 
by the Constitution of the United States; 
and that the State constitution could only 
act prospeetively, and did not emancip:te 
those who were slaves in fact. The practi- 
eal effect of the law is not to encourage the 
continuance of slaves in California, but rath- 
er to afford masters legal facilities to claim 
and remove them. Ths bill is limited to 
twelve months, within which all the powers 
of the State will be given to the assistance 
of the slaveholder in recovering his proper- 
ty, and taking it into a slave State. As 
there are many hundreds in California, this 
is no slight privilege ; but its general impor- 
tance is that which we have already spoken 
of as an indication of the prevalence in Cal- 
ifornia of strong conservative opinions in fa- 
vor of the constitutional rights of slavchol- 
ders, and the duty of non · slaveholding States

MEMOIR OF JOHN BISZOP. 


The memory of the men of the American 
Revolution is justly dear to their descendants, 
and indeed to every one in whose breast glows 
the spark of patri.tic feeling. Their nobh 
deeds are our rich inheritance, and it becomes 
us to study their history and to emulato their 
example. 

Jon Bisuop, of whom we now speak, and 
who but recently passed from amongst us, was 
doubly dear to the people of Chester as the last 
of that noble race of men who achieved for 
their posterity the blessings of Liberty and the 


| rights of self government—-government founded 


on the rights of man. 

Ile was born in the State of Pennsylvania, 

about the ycar 1765, and was some three or four 
years old, when his father, Nicholas Bishop. re- 

moved from that State, and settled in Chester 
County, (now District) of South Carolina, on’ 
the plantation whereon Mr. Jno. Cherry now 

resides.—This plantation was known in the 

olden time as the Bishop Old Place.” He was 

the thirteenth child of his mother, she by a pre- 

vious marriage with one Diddy, having had five 

chikiren. 

The brothers of Joun, to-wit: Henry, Wil- 

liam, James and Nicholas, being older than bim- 

self, entered the army some years before the 

fall of Charleston, and were ever found ready 

to render efficient servic in the good cuuse.— 

His brother-in-law, Samucl McCullough, who 

married Peggy Diddy, the half-sister of Joun, 

lived on the plantation, whereon Col. Lewis A. 

Beckham now lives, At the commencement of 
the war, he enlisted for three years, and when 

the term had expjred renewcd his enlistment for 

three years more, and still again for three years 

more, or until the close of the war. He was 
with Sumter at Fishing Creek, and at first fled 

up the Creek. but halted in the hope that his 
countrymen would rally and give battle. Here, 

being charged upon by the British Dragoons, 
he discharged his gun at them with deadiy ef- 
fect, when he was surrounded, cut down and 
left for dead. After lying for some time, insen- 
sible and exhausted by loss of blood, he came 
toa knowledge cf his situation, and staunching 
his many wounds as best he could. he crawled

to the road and was the next day discovered by 
Capt. Steele’s party who were returning to the 
battle-ground. They carried him off to Char- 
lotte, some two performing this act of mercy, 
whilst the rest pursued the object of their mis- 
sion, the recovery of the portmanteau. 

The subject of this memoir remembered to 
have seen Capt. McClure. and described him as 
in person spare, well formed and very active.— 
He recollected a large gathering at the house of 
one Thomas Gaither, who then lived on the 
plantation now owned by George Heath, on 
Rocky Creck. Gaither retailed spirits, and the 
gathering of the people was to take up arms in 
the country’s cause. The excitement was in- 
tense, being much aggkavated by drinking.— 
The crowd got into what would in cities be 
called a mon, in the country a riot. On this 
occasion when the pass.ons of the multitude ran 
wild, he recollected to have seen McClure as a 
master spirit move through that wild crowd as 
it tossed to and fro as the waves of the sea, 
whilst the shouts of Whig and Tory were deaf. 
ening. McClure would at times seem, as it 
were, to jump clear over the heads of the peo- 
ple, and with & power of control over the minds 
of men, bring order out of confusion. Lis very 
look was that of a hero, born to command, and 
such was the opinion had of him by the men of 
the Revolution, that they would have obeyed 
him and charged upon the cannon’s mouth.— 
On the day that McClure defeated the British 
and Tories at Alexander's Old Field, (now 
Beckhamville,) he hulted with his company at 
the door of Nicholas Bishop. There being no 
water near this road from Beckhamville to Bish- 
op's Old Field (now Cherry’s,) the company wes 


very thirsty, and Jonn performed the service of 
handing each one a cup of water. Hugh Me- 
Clure, he stated, had his rm tied in a sling 
and was as bloody as a butcher. They bad in 
charge several prisoners, who had been found 
that morning in rather bad company.— These 

afterwards joined McClure and did good ser- 
vice. This achievement of McClure’s was then 
thought a bold undertaking. Many of those 
who had gone that day to the Old Field to take 
protection, had done it with no bad intention. 
and certainly with no feeling of hostility to the 
country's cause. The attack, however, was 
proved a wise one.—It demonstrated that there 
existed n spirit of liberty in the land, and those 
who had lost hope and were tampering with 
the seductions of the enemy, returned to their 
duty and served the good cause with fidelity and 
zeal. 

From this time, the Whigs were like “ Hye- 
nas let loose.“ They did not tarry long at a 
place. The die was cast, and they every where 
sought the aid of their friends. 

In this crisis of nffairs, the Whigs ordered out 
the militia from the ages of 15 to 65, which or- 
der brought Joun into service, he having just 
then turned his fifteenth year. Henry was the 
Captain of the Beat Company, and lived on the 
plantation wher on the widuw of the late Sam- 
uel Martin now resides. It was said that he 
was one of the finest loo ing men of the day. 
of large size and handsome person, and as brave 
as Julius Cesar. The Bishop family, after hav- 
ing served their country throughout the Chero- 
kee campaign, found themselves, after the fall 
of Charleston, the objects of the bitterest and 
most revengeful hatred ot the torics. The sit- 
uation of Henry, at this time, was peculiarly 
unpleasant.— His wife had been but recently 
confined and could not for some time be remoy- 
ed. Henry had himsclf to lie out, and keep 
concealed in the thickets. The movement of 
Hook from Rocky Mount forced a hasty flight 
on the Bishop family. Late in the evening of 
the 10th of July, Hook's party arrived at the 
house of old Mr. Bishop, having with them Al- 
exunder Brown, one of the neighbors, a prisoner. 
The old man and sons were not at home. 
About midnight, Nicholas Bishop and his sons, 
Henry, William, James, Nicholas and John, col- 
lected at the house of Ilenry, took Mrs. Bishop 
and her iufant child Henry, und the little girls 
Nancy and Hannah, out of the bed, put the bed 
in the wagon and started for North Carolina, to 
her friends, the Henry's of Mecklenburg. They 
took private ways to Fishing Creek Church, 
and then procured the services of one of the 
sons of old Mr. McCance. to conduct them by 
private ways to the Nation Ford, whither they 
journeyed cautiously during the day of the 
llth, reaching the Ford late in the evening. 
In the river they met the York and Chester men 
under their leaders, Neel, Bratton, and McClure. 
They communicated all the information they 
had as to the whereabouts of Hook, and having 
safely conveyed Mrs. Bishop to her friends, they 
repaired to Sumter's camp at Clem's Branch. 

Joux being young, was engaged from the time 
he joined at Clem's Branch in the parties col- 
lecting cattle. Iience he was not in many of 
the early battles, but the duties he performed 
were as perilous. being often exposed to the at- 
tacks of the tories. His occupation was more- 
over not very agreeable to the Whigs them- 
selves. whose cattle were taken and a receipt 
given for their value. the payment of which was 
as uncertain as war itself. This service was 
continued until late in the fall of 1780. 

The weather grow'ng cold. Jonn and his fath- 
er ventured home one Sabbath dav. hoping that 
at least on the Sabbath. they could safely re 
visit their home, and re-furnish themselves with 
clothing. Whilst there and at dinner, the 


house was surrounded and both made prisoners 


by a tory party under the oommand of one 
Capt. Alder, from the piney woods of Richland. 
This Company had plundered the neighbor- 
hood of Fishing Creek, and had pressed Chris- 
topher Strong with his wagon and team, to 
haul the plunder they had collected. They 
took from Mr. Samuel Neely some three or four 
negroes, and several other negroes from other 
persons. The first night they got as far as the 
neighborhood where Mr, Bishop recently lived, 
with their plunder, negroes, and several other 
prisoners beside the Bishops. The conduct of 
the tories was disgusting. and the treatment of 
the prisoners crnel. They were finally carricd 
down to Col. Carey's, where the plunder and 
prisoners were delivered up to the British in 
command of that post. Here the prisoners were 
well treated. They drew rations and had their 
canteens filled with rum. Whilst here the tory 
Captain Alder. or his wife was guilty of steal- 
ing Col. Carey's silver spoons. Alder was put 
under guard with the prisoners. don soon dis- 
covered that the British soldiers had but a poor 
opinion of the tories. They made sport of the 
Tory Captain Alder, for stealing the spoons, 
whereupon Joun took the liberty to repay Alder 
in his own coin, for the treatment he had re- 
ceived from him on the way down, and when 
Alder was lying down, he would designedly 
tread upon him, in which mischief he was en- 
couraged by the guard. He fully believed that 
the British respe ted the Whigs more than the 
Tories, and that at heart they were good liberty 
men. Nothing but the crime of desertion pre- 
vented their changing sides. The prisoners 
were sent under guard to Camden. On the 
road Joun, who was quite a youth, was under 
the care of a single soldier. When they came 
to the swamp of the river, he said to the soldier, 
somewhat in a joke, that he felt like running. 
The soldier replied, that if he did. he would 
have to shoot. Joux replied, then shoot over 
head, and be sure not to hit me.“ He unslung 
his cunteen and handing it to the soldier, told 
him te hold it until he would return, and then 
walked deliberately off. After reaching some 
distance, the soldier fired off bis gun, when 
Joux broke aud ran, and nevei again returned 
for his canteen. His father was carried on to 
Camden and remained iu prison some two or 
three months, when he was libcrated with 
McCulla and others, in exchange for the Chester 
prisoners. 

Joun was with the army of Gen. Greene vhen 
he lay on the West side of Catawba, after the 
battle of Hobkirks Hill. Here he was sent out 
under the command of Capt, William Gaston, 
hig brother Nicholas Bishop and Joseph Gaston 
being also in the company. Their object was 
to take a celebrated buy by the name of Meriday. 
Whilst on this enterprise they came across a 
sand-hill tury, lying asleep in a log cabin in the 
pine woods, his gun by his side. They took 
bim out, and having warmed his back, started 
off with him, but gave him an opportunity to 


run and he took the swamp and cleared himself. 


It was thought he might frighten the rest of his 
gang. as a sore back was found to have a good 
effect in frightening the varmint in that region. 
In the next house at which they stopped, there 
lay in the bed a man desperately sick and moan- 
ing pitifully. The lady had been baking bread ; 
the party getting scent of it, went to break into 
the cupboard when she gave them the key. 
They found within a supply of bread, butter, 
honey, eggs and meat, upon which they made 
a hearty meal. In the mean time the sick man 
suddenly recovered and joined in the repast, 
amidst the congratulations of the company on 
his miraculous restoration. He no doubt was 
a tory ; but they permitted him to go unwhipped 
of justice, as they did not wish to frustrate the 
object of their enterprise. They were not suc- 


: , ‘ 3 
cessful in capturing Meriday, but the excursion 


gave them quite an intetesting frolic. 


They were mostly engaged in scouting parties. 
ever on the move—arrived at Fort Motte, just 
after it was taken and moved off on other en- 
terprises—were at Gran'y and at Monks’ Cor- 
ner. Col. Lacey was sent by order of Col. Sum- 
ter, with about fifty mounted men, to destroy 
the bouts of the enemy, not far from where the 
Santee canal now is. This enterprise required 
great caution. They chose skilful guides who 
knew all the passes through the swamp. The 
second day they effected their object, fired the 
boats and left them burning, knowing that the 
British were on the look-out. guarding the differ- 
ent passes out. The guides took other private 
ways through the swamp, and on the third day, 
they entered a long lane, three fourths of a mile 
in length with deep ditches on either side. Col. 
Lacy, remarking that they had as well die by 
the enemy as by hunger, proposed that they 
would halt on an eminence in the lane, and pre- 
pare their meals. They did so, placed out a fow 
sentinels down the lune, kindled up their fires 
with the rails, and couked their beef. They had 
scarcely finisied their repast when the senti- 
nels fired off ther guns and ran in. John McFar- 
land, who had stopped down the lane and hitch- 
ed his mare, was enguged in the field getting 
ronsting-cars when the British. about 300 strong, 
came up the lane. Not liking the idea of losing 
his mare, he made for her, but before he reached 
her. the British charged upon him. He dodged 
the several blows aimed at him, but had his 
hand wounded which held the bridle, and a deep 
gash cut across his mare’s nose.—He kept close 
under her belly. In the mean time Lacy 
had formed about thirty of his men, (the 
rest broke up the lane) and giving the order to 
fire, abont 20 saddles were emptied, 7 killed 
aud 13 wuunded. The British fled precipitately 
and in great disorder down the lane, Lacey 
gave chase, and run them out at the foot of the 
lane. Mckarlund got a much better horse than 
his litile mare; he however got John to tie up 
her nose and to lead her off. Col. Lacey ordered 
to horse, and they were soon on their way. 
This affair showed the good general-ship of 
Lacey. If he had halted any where else than 
where he did, his whole party would in all pro- 
bability have been cut to pieces or taken. On 
the fourtl+day, they got back to Sumter, during 
all of which time they were occupied in execut- 
ing the oder to destroy the boats, and in out- 
muncœuvering the troop of about 300 well-mount- 
ed cavalry by whom they were constantly pur- 
sucd. Mr. Bisnor was told by a neighbor, (Mr. 
Burr Ragsdale,) that about twenty years ago 
he saw the remains of those boats, lying drifted 
in the marsh, looking like the remains or bones 
of a horse. 

When they came back to Sumter, the British 
had just retreated frum Biggin's Church leaving 
it on fire. ‘They got several barrels of rum and 
provisions out of the fire, some of the meal a 
good deal burned. The rum was very warm, 
so much so that they sould not drink much. 
„The cry of our officers,” said Mr. Pishop, 
„vas, don't get drunk boys The warm rum 
and half covuked food was one of the best meals 
“Tever got. Just let a man be starved for four 
days. and hischunk of bread and piece of meat, 
with a cup of rum to wish down with, isa 
‘ feast indeed; and particularly when he knows 
that his enemies are running, flying and badly 
‘+ whipped, and that he is feasting on the spoils 
“of the proud traitor now brought down by 
the untiring arms of his co-patriots.” 


As soon as they had made their meal. they 
moved off in pursuit of their enemies. Nicholas 
Bishop was in the pn of Capt. John Mills 
State Dragoons. A few days before the battle 
of Eutaw, Nicholas boing sick. got Joan to take 
his place. On the dav of the battle, Capt. Mills 
took comman 1 of one of the fout companies, leav- 
ing a Capt Barnett and Lt. Barnett in command 
of the horse. The cavalry under Capt. Barnett 
first engaged the enemy about half-way between 
Williamson's and Eutaw. The encounter was 
very severe and continued for some time between 
Barnett's command and the dragoons of the 
enemy. In the first onset, Lt. Barnett was 
wounded in the thigh he was borne off, and 
taken back to Willinmson's branch, where he 
shortly afterwards died. His gra ve was opened 
near the branch, and his ho ly wrapped in his 
blanket was deposited in its final resting place. 
No monumont marks the spot, but often did his 
f:llow-soldier, Joux Bisnor reo ill to mind his 
many virtues and preserve from oblivion the re- 
membrance of his bravery. 

John Mills being in command of the foot com- 
pany this day. exerted himself so much that 
when the battle was over his men had to place 
him on a horse to take him from the field. His 
shout and words of command were heard 
above the din of battle, and when the conflict 
was over, he lay down exhausted, not being used 
to foot exercise. 

Long after the war, Jonx Bisnor was travel- 
ing to Charleston, and visited this batile· ground. 
Whilst looking over the fiell, pointing out to 
those in his company the different parts where 
brave men fought and fell, one of those present 
who had been in the engagement in the ranks 
of the enemy, said that when they, the British, 
were driven from the ficld he did not stopat the 
house, but broke fur Charleston. The timein 
which he said he accomplished the journey (60 
miles) was incredibly short—fear had lent him 
wings; and he flew believing at each step that 
the whigs were at his heels. 

The next year atter the close of the war he 
spent the winter in the District of Pendleton, in 
tending a large stock of cattle belonging to bis 
brother. Whilst there he traded his mare for a 
tract of land on which he expected to make a 
settlement. About 1787 he married Mary San- 
defur, with whom he contemplated moving to 
Pendleton. But one of her brothers not wishing 
to part with her, pointed out to Bisuop à tract 

f vacant land upon which he entered. This 


tract contained about 200 acres. Upon this 
plantation he lived until his death. 

Men accustomed to war ure seldom fit for the 
ordinary avocations of life. When the war was 
over they did not return to labor, but were 
oftener indisposed to work. Those youths. too. 
whose time of lite usually allotted to education, 
had been spent in the camp, found themselves 
destitute of the requirements necessary for suc- 
cessin life. Such was very much the situation | t 
of Joun Bisnor. He had not learned the sim-| , 
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ple rudiments of arithmetic, and his education 
was in every respect so limited that mostly 
through life, to use his own expression words, | | 
“he had to depend on mother-wit.” Notwith- 
standing these hindrances he prospered beyond 
his expectations, raised a large family, and had 
through life enough to supply his every want. 

He passed through the various political ex- 
citements of his day without engaging in them. 
In the recent political excitement in this State 
he was not disposed to participate - he would not 
undertake to say which of the parties was right. 
but his own opinion was that they had not hit 
upon the right thing. He remarked that the 
youths of the present day had more education

Never bed the land until you have a season. 
As soon as the plongh starts, start your hoes 
t billing... The rows and hills should be 
about three feet apart. Ik che day is cloudy 
t is best, to get the plants as the hills are 
made; if not, let the hills remain until late 
in thelevening; then, with the hand, knock 
off, all tha dry dust, open the top with the 
hand -four inches, set the sprout straight, 
press the dirt to the roots ;. be careful that no 
leaves are oovered. The planting being over, 
in leu days, should thére be rain, the hills 
should-be-scraped down, say to the depth of 
one inch. Hills ‘ate: fallen chopped down, 
and che roots exposed, causing a failure of 
the erop. Aſter the sgraping is over and the 
time for e in two or three 
weeks, rum thé “plough twice in each row, 
“which will make fine dirt, and a hand ean 
hill three times as many. This baving been 
accomplished, a third hoeing, which I call 
scraping up, is to be done, and this sbould 
take place when, the runners are about to 
meet, and sooner if there should be grass.— 
It willibe membre there is no grass to re 
main on the top of the hill. The work is 
done, dig with a hoe. A hand should dig 
thirty bushels per day. I have assumed the 
_ position that potatoes are rajsed from the 
Prot, and perhaps it may benefit some to 
give the mode. Have the bed in a southern 
exposuro; dig out à place in the form of a 
ditch, eighteen inches deep; take tle manure 
fresh from the stable, and as clea? of straw 
and stalks as possible; pack it down hard 
and smooth to the depth of twelve inches; 
then cover it one inch deep with very rich 
light dirt; place the potatoes on the dirt, so 
as they will not touch each other, then cover 
with light rich dirt three inches; make all 
periectly level and the work is complete.

COTTON PLANTING. 


We take the following mode of planting 
Cotton from a letter published several ‘years 
ago, in the Southern Agriculturist, and re- 
published in the back number of the Farmer 
and Planter, with the following remarks pre- 
fixed : 

“It accords with our notions better than 
any thing we have seén recently on the sub- 
ject. 

We have frequently endeavored to convince 
our cotton planting neighbors of the impro- 


priety of planting their cotton seed too low | 


in the ground, for the reasons stated by Mr. 
Bale, but it is hard to get a man out of his 
old beaten track, especially if he happens to 
be one of those wise-acres that “ knows more 
than the books.” 


In this business of cotton planting, we are 


“| endeavoting to practice what we preach.— 


Our eotton land was prepared for the pre- 
sent year’s crop, in the months of December 


and January, by throwing up as high ridges 


as possible, with a good two horse turning 
plough, and without having first run a furrow 
to ridge on, as is customary, On the sum- 
mit of these ridges we intend planting, re- 
ducing them, in the operation of planting no 
more than can be avoided. In cur up coun- 
try, where not a great deal of cotton is plant- 


ed, we believe the time would be well spent 


in dibbling the seed, at proper intervals, for 
the stand of the cotton, in the top of the 
ridges. This would leave the young plants 
“high and dry,” not exposed to the chilling 
effects of the cold soaking rains of the spring, 
and within the vivifying influence of the 
“feeble rays” of the sun at that season.— 
These are not the only advantages we would 
anticipate in this mode of planting, At the 
first working, the cotton will be so much ele- 
ted as to allow of throwing well up by a sin- 
gle furrow on ench side of the ridge, to the 
plant, and yet leaving the water furrows 
open, and after this, at the second plowing, 
or immediately, if it is feared the ground may 
become too hard, the middles may be plow- 
ed out with a single furrow, the distance be- 
tween rows not being greater than is usually 
given in the up-country. 

Large planters may, and no doubt will, ob- 
ject to the mode of planting here advocated, 
but even on a large scale the time lost in 
planting would, in all probability, be gained 
in the after culture. We have communicated 
with Messrs. Sinclair & Co., of Baltimore, to 
kuow if their corn planter would answer to 
plant cotton seed after rolling them well in 
ashes, as is our invariable practice. He thinks 
they will not, but promises to try to get up 
something according to our hints the present 
year. If he succeeds so as to enable one 
hand to plant, at any desired distance on the 
ridge and cover, some ten or fifteen acres, as 
may be done with the cern planter in a day, 
it will prove an important desideratum to 
The use of it would remove 
any objections to the dibbling mode of plant- 
ing :” 

“The plau I propose, and whi 
successfully adopted the last spri 
lows: first, to run a small furrow, 
tongue, or gopher ; the second, to run, a 
common shovel, a furrow on each side, and 
the soil from it will sift into the first furrow, 
so as to about fill it, then drill the seed imme- 
diately where the first furrow was run, and 
cover pretty heavily by running a furrow on 
the other side. 

By the seed being placed on the top of the 
gopher furrow, an excess of moisture is drain- 
ed off, by running under the seed, and the 
elevation of the seed is sufficient for it to re- 
ceive all the advantages to be derived from 
the rays of sun at that season. But there are 
yet other advantages to be spoken of. Im- 
mediately after the cotton commences show- 
ing itself above the surface of the ridge 
another furrow must be run on each side of 
the former, making, in all, five furrows, so as 
to cover completely whatever grass may be 
coming up on the edge of the two former; 
and then by a board, twenty inches in length, 
affixed to a plough stock, and hollowed out 
two and a half inches on the lower edge, 
strike off the top of the ridge of the old fur- 
row, which will level the bed—take off the 
crust of the earth, and demolish entirely 
whatever young grass may be appearing or 
about to appear on its surface, and in ten 
days the cotton will be thrivingly discernible 
from one end to the other of the row.

ECONOMY ; OR, CHANGE OF POLICY 
TOO MUCH GOTTON & CATTLE. 


In this age, when so many fevers are pre- 
vailing, is it not passing strange that so many 
of those who never expect to visit California 
should be so slow to believe that with proper 
economy and by adopting the right policy, 
“Gold, yea fine gold,” in abundance, could 
be gathered even in old Laurens. But, alas; 
alas ; when we might do, we are too often dis- 
posed to suffer golden opportunities to pass 
unimproved; and thousands of us who are 
compelled to earn our bread by the sweet of 
our faces, live on from year to year far below 
our privileges. This is done by failing to ob- 
serve “little things;” or by failing to come 
up tothe standard of our owg judgment in 
farming. Whereabouts in Laurens, suppose 
ye, that man stays who has not said, “ we 
plant too much cotton—keep too much stock?” 
Here the judgment seems, properly informed, 
yet the most vociferous in.all the land, is 
making preparations daily, to plant “more 
cotton” than he ever did, his best lands are 
seleeted for the purpose, aud the best manure 
reserved, or already hauled and bedded upon, 
True, he may have intended to plant a little 
more corn, and on better land, this he may 
may have intended to manure, after breaking 


a bull 


well with Broyle’s subsoiler; but à thought 
entered, a happy thought truly for him, that 
“everybody would be after doing the same 
thing,” and therefore, I may rationally con- 
clude that I can supply myself with corn in 
the fall at 30 or 40 cents per bushel. Con- 
science whispers, there may be another dry 
season; but soon his desire tor the“ won- 
derful bale ” furnishes another happy thought, 
we very rarely, if ever, have three dry sum- 
mers in succession.” Thus he is enabled to 
determine, even over the head of his better 
informed judgment, to go on in the same old 
way; yes, sir, to go on even now, when corn 
is worth a dollar, oats 75, and the prospect 
for wheat and oats, for this year, quite gloomy. 

Need I say anything to show that we need 
a change in policy in the amount of stock or 
in the management of the same; in fact, if 
we should attempt to go much farther as for- 
merly, “dire necessity,” will enable ns to de- 
cide. If there is a land, or any corner of 
this, where the correct policy as to number: 
&c., has been adhered to; what, suppose ye 
would be the thoughts and feelings, of a citi- 
zen of that corner should he pass this way.— 
Here we are with double the number veces- 
sary for our purpose, such as they are; aye, 
such as they are, many of the“ poor things“ 
unable to walk without reeling on a smooth 
surface, and as to going down hill, that’s out 
of the question, “without locking.” Bre- 
thren stock keepers— you who are so fond of 
good butter to your biscuit, and cream in 
your coffee for breakfast, good buttermilk for 
dinner, &c., let us one and all resolve to 
change our policy as to numbers, &c. Let 
us plant more corn, less cotton, keep fewer 
cows, and for them, prepare, or have prepar- 
ed, a comfortable sheiter from the storms of 
winter, and then we may expect soon to feel 
as we should, that we are becoming a great 
and happy people; who know the right, and 
then the right pursue. 

Mr. Editor, I have ventured to scribble for 
your columns once mare. If you will ship- 
shape this, and give it a place you may per- 
haps hear from me at some future day.

CULTURE OF CORN. 


If we were about to prescribe a mode of 
culture for ourself, we should feel no embar- 
rassment, as we have Jong since made up our 
opinion on thut head; but to lay down rules 
for others, with the full knowledge that every 
neighborhood of ten miles has its own mode 
of doing the thing, and that, in some, a dozen 
different ways are held as being the best, we 
feel not a little perplexed how to advise. To 


make a clean breast of it, however, we will 


say that our instructions are not intended for 
experienced corn planters, but for young be- 
ginners, who perhaps may stand in need of 
them. With this brief explanation, we shall 
tell first how we cultivated our own corn, and 
then give our reason for our practice. 

As soon as the corn plants came up and 
were a few inches high, we ploughed a furrow 


from either side, and returned it again; hands 


a, with hoes, to relieve any plants that 


might be covered up, and clear off any weeds 


and grass from immediately around them.— 
All subsequent working was done with the 
cultivator and hoe; the plough never touched 
the corn again. We watched our field, and 
whenever our soil became the least hardened 
on the surface, or showed the least foulness 
from weeds or grass, we set the cultivator to 
work, cultivating as near the corn as possible, 
so as to Iessen the work as much as possible, 
to be done with the hoe. Sometimes we 
worked our corn three times; séinetimes, four, 
but always when it needed it, up to the time 
of its getting into silk; making it a moral 
duty, to keep the earth always open light and 
clean, so that the plants should not suffer for 
nothing, which cleanliness could secure it — 
In times of drought, we kept the ealtiyators 
busy, believing the hghter and cleaner the 
soil was, upon such occasions, the greater 
would be its capacity for absorbing and con- 
densing the dews. 

Our opposition to the use of the plough, in 
working corn, arises from our conviction, that 
the lateral roots of the plants never should be 
lacerated, torn, or broken, as we look upon 
them as the mediums through which the 
plants derive their food from the earth. If 
any one will dig the earth from around a hill 
of corn, he will find these lateral roots ex- 
tending in all directions, a few inches beneath 
the surface, reaching from row to row; so 
that it is impossible to use the plough with- 
out cutting them off. At the extreme points 
of these roots, are situated the mouths through 
which these plants receive their nourishment. 
Now, if we would destroy these, what is the 
consequence 1 It is natural, by an effort of 
nature, they set to work and replace them by 
the growth of others. But while these others 
are growing beneath the earth, the structures 
above it are sufferiug for want of food, and of 
course cannot carry on these of their progres- 
sive operations, upon which the perfect elabo- 
ration of the grain is dependent, 

Again. We are opposed to the use of the 
plough, because it turns up the manure to the 
surface, where, from exposure to atmospheric 
influences, all, or nearly all its volatile vir- 
tues are exhaled, carried off by every breeze 
and entirely lost to the crop. It is our serious 
belief, that the main cause why there are so 
many ears, only partly filled with grain, may 
be traced to the use of the plough in its cul. 
ture. Every ploughing serving to cut off their 
feeders, deprives the plants of the power of 
eating, whilst it wastes their food at the same 
time. All the ploughing that is needed, ab- 
solutely, is in the preparation of the ground ; 
then the plough should be made to perform 
a faithful part to go as deep us the strength 
of the team can force it into the earth— 
there its offices should cease, and those of the 


cultivator come into active play. We be 
lieve too that corn does not require hilling; 
that it will resist storms better without it and 
make much more grain. | 

In connection with this subject, we will 
mention, that to secure our corn against the 
ravages of the cut worm and grub, we sow- 
ed two bushels of salt to the acre, about the 
time that the plants came up and that to im- 
pel their growth forward, we treated each bill 
to a mixture composed of 1 bushel of plaster 
5 bushels of ashes, and 10 bushels of rich 
mould, or rotten dung, apportioning that 
quantity to an acre, and giving a small hand- 
ful to each hill, either before or just after the 
plants came up, as best suited our convenience, 

We wiil further remark, that there is no 
better time to apply lime, ashes or marl, than 
when the corn ground is prepared, and that 
either should be well harrowed in. 


THE WIDOW’S LAMP. 


Some years ago, there dwelta widow in a 
lonely cottage on the sea shore. All round 
her the coast was rugged and dangerous; 
and many a time was her heart melted by 
the sight of wrecked fishing boats and coast- 
ing vessels, and the piteous cries of perishing 
human beings. Ove stormy night, when the 
howling wind was making her loneliness 
more Jonely, and her mind was conjuring up 
what the next morning’s light might disclose, 
a happy thought occurred to her. Ter cot- 
tage stood on an elevated spot, aud her win- 
dow looked out upon the sea; might she not 
place her lamp by that window, that it might 
he a bacon light to warn some poor mariner 
off the coast? She did so. All her life af- 
ter, during the winter nights, her lamp burn- 
ed at the window; and many a poor fisher- 
man had cause to bless God for the widow’s 
lamp; many a crew were saved from per- 
ishing. That widow woman “did what she 
could;” and if all believers kept their light 
burning as brightly and steadily, might not 
many a soul be warned from the wrath to 
come? Many Christians have not the pow- 
er to do much active service for Christ ; but 
if they would live as lights to the world, 
they would do much. If those who cannot 
preach to the old orteach the young, would 
but walk worthy of him who hath called 
them to his kingdom and glory, how much 
would the hands of ministers and teachers be 
strengthened, and their hearts encouraged! 
We are told that the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Lazarus to death, because, 
by reason of him many of the. Jews went 
away and believed on Jesus. Lazarus does 
not seem fo have been either a teacher or 
preacher, yet his very presence was a con- 
vincing proof of the power of the Lord of 
glory. Should not all who have known the 
power and grace of him who still is the res- 
urrection and the life, so walk that men may 
take knowledge of them that they have been 
with Jesus!
